DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4, 5, 24, 25, 72-79, 84-90, 92, and 98-120 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The use of a 
graphical user interface to select from a plurality of potential reservation paths, and 
reserving bandwidth along a path based upon its selection from the GUI is not taught in 
the prior art.
